-Charles  B.  Gardner  and  H.  O.  Hicker- 
nell  to  Manage  and  Conduct  Selected 
All-State  Orchestra.  200  to  Flay.  . 

On  -Friday  night,  November  14,  in 
•Convention  Hall  at  Kansas  City,  touch¬ 
ers  and  others- from  over  the  tftate  of 
Missouri  attending  the  State  Teachers 
Meeting  will  have  the  thrill  of  listening 
to  tho  first  All-State  high  school  orch¬ 
estra  which  Missouri  has  over  boasted. 

Mr.  Charles  B.  Gardner  head  of  the 
College  conservatory  of  music  and  Mr. 
H.  0.  Hickornell,  instructor  of  band  in¬ 
struments  of  tho  College  will  respoc 
tively  -have  tho  honor  as  well  as'  tho 
labor  of  managing  and  conducting  the 
200  or  more  musicians  selected  from  tho 
high  schools  of  tho  state  who  will  make 
up  the  personnel  of  tho  big  orchestra. 

Bach  year  tho  honor  and  labor  of 
managing  and  conducting  tho  orchestra 
is  to  be  passed  around  among  tho  five 
State  Teachers  Colleges  in  Missouri 
who  aro  sponsoring  the  movement.  The 
name  of  tho  orchestra  is  “Tho  Mis'souri 
All-State  High  School  Orchestra,”  and 
it  is  to  be  presented  under  the  auspices 
of  tho  Missouri  State  Teachers  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Each  Teachers  College  District  will 
be  asked  to  send  to  Mr.  Gardner 
a  list  of  eligible  orchestras  in  its 
district"  and  is  asked  to  send  a  personal 
letter  to  each  high  school  superintend¬ 
ent  or  orchestra  director  urging  co¬ 
operation. 

All  bona  fide  high  school  students 
aro  oligiblo  to  play  in  tho  orchestra 
providing  that  the  school  they  repre¬ 
sent  maintains  an  orchestra  of  not  less 
than  sixteen  players.  One  player  will  bo 
selected  from  these  eligible  orchestras 
by  tho  manager  on  tho  basis  of  tho 
rankings  submitted  by  the  respective 
.directors  of  the  orchestras,.  The  mana¬ 
ger  is  to  approach  as  nearly  as  possible 
tho  standard  instrumentation  for  an 
orchestra  of  tho  Bizo  specified. 

For  tho  meeting  this  fall  in  Kansas 
City  tho  committee  has  recommended 
that  in  addition  to  tho  ovoning  concert 
on  Friday,  Novombor  14,  two  numbers' 
bo  played  at  3:45  p.  m.,  for  any  section 
in  session  at  tho  Convention  Hall,  and 
that  thero  bo  a  public  rehearsal  at, 
4:00  ji.  m.  for  all  who  care  to  attend. 

Mr.  Gardner  has  boen  given  authority 
to  handlo  any  unforsoon  musical  or  ad¬ 
ministrative  details  which  may  .arise 
before  tho  mooting  this  fall,  and  tho 
presidents  of  the  Toachors  Colleges  have 
boon  askod  to  make  overtures  to  the 
Stato  Toachore  Association,  regarding 
a  placo  for  tho  orchestra  on  the  next 
year’s  progrum,  as  soon  as  practicable. 
It  has  boon  suggested  tliai  tho  manager 
and  conductor  for  noxt  yoar  should  bn 
chosen  at  once. 

If  nrrangomonts  can  bo  made  tho  pro¬ 
gram  will  lio  broadcast  over  tho  radio.

Mr.  M.  ,W.  Wilson  of  tho  Collogo  has 
a  letter  from'  Mr.  Mcrvin  McNulty,  a 
student  at,  tho  Collogo  from  1923  to 
102G,  in  which  ho  says  in  part: 

Tho  work  I  havo  at  tho  plant  is 
rnthor  interesting,  but  ns  yet  I  know 
very  little  about  it.  I’m  working  more 
in  tho  colloidal  field  just  now.  The 
general  idea  is  tho  preparation  of  an 
oil  in  water  emulsion  which  can  bo  used 
in  cold,  hard  water,  using  petroleum 
soapd  or  their  equivalents  in  prico  ns 
emulsifying  agents.  Tho  stuff  in  use 
today  is  quite  expensive — sulfonatod 
enstor  oil  is  used  at  present.  I  have  n 
nico  largo  room  for  my  own  use.  It 
is  about  fifteen  feet  square,  with  lab¬ 
oratory  desks  on  two  sides.  There  is  n 
fumo  hood,  gas,  air,  water,  A.  C.  and 
D.  C.,  a  vacuum  line,  steam  baths,  and 
hot  and  cold  water.  They  give  mo  all 
tho  equipment  I  want,  as  well  as  what 
chemicals  I  need. 

We  lmvo  quite  a  largo  group  around 
the  laboratory.  Tho  company  has  car¬ 
ried  out  a  large  expansion  program  at 
tho  laboratory,  and  there  aro  more  than 
one  hundred  chemists,  other  than  those 
doing  routine  analysis  for  tho  research¬ 
ers.

French  Teacher 
Gives  Foreign 
Lan  guage  Aims 

Editor’s  Note:  In  this  article  written 
by  Miss  Blnncho  Dow  of  tho  Collogo 
faculty,  which  is  hero  continnod  from 
the  Inst  issue  of  tho  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian,  the  writer  secs  the  teaching  of 
foreign  language  in  a  greator  role  in 
tho  futuro  in  bringing  about  world 
friendship  nnd  civilization  than  it  hns 
in  the  past.  Miss  Dow  says  'that  so  in¬ 
separably  arc  the  languages  and  tho 
civilization  of  a  pooplo  linkod  together, 
that  no  ono  can  teach  the  ono  without 
tounching  on  tho  other.  TliHt  order  to 
meet  tho  present  day  situation  wo  shall 
have  to  cease  to  think  of  foreign  lang¬ 
uage  study  as  one  concerned  only  witli 
grammar,,  composition  and  litorary  ap 
preciation,  but  shall  como  to  emphasize 
oven  pre-eminently,  its  social  side. 


Tho  possession  of  the  international 
point  of  view  is  a  part  of  tho  ideal 
equipment  of  every  language  teacher. 
That  a  student  should  havo  got  from 
a  courso  in  French  or  Gorman  or  Span¬ 
ish  or  any  other  language,  an  oven  par¬ 
tial  appreciation  of  tho  peoplo  whoso 
languago  ho  has  studied,  that  ho  should 
feel  with  gratitude  his  debt  in  culture 
to  France,  in  pure  scionco  and  pliiloso- 
phy  to  Germany,  in  love  and  beauty  to 
Italy,  etc.,  should  bo  estocmcd  of  far 
greater  importance  than  that  ho  should 
bo  letter  perfect  in  tho  conjugation  of 
each  irregular  French  verb  or  tho  de¬ 
clension  of  every  German  noun.  Up  to 
tho  present  tho  stressing  of  tho  inter¬ 
national  point  of  view  in  the  teaching 
of  a  foreign  languago  has  been  only  a 
dcsirablo  side  issue  in  the  method  of 
teaching,  and  tho  conscientious  teacher 
has  felt  a  littlo  guilty  when  tho  hour 
has  passed  in  the  discussion  of  Spanisli 
or  German  or  Italian  thought  whilo  tho 
assigned  lesson  has  been,  for  lack  of 
time,  neglected.  This  must  always  bo 
the  case  as  long  as  collogo  entrance  j 
examining  boards  require  for  admission 
to  higher  institutions  that  a  student, 
shall  havo  translated  into  English  so  I 
many  pages  of  prose  and  shall  have  ■ 
covered  a  stipulated  amount  of  formal 
grammar — as  long  aS  tho  study  of  for- 1 
eign  languages  shall  bo  Interpreted  in 
its  narrowest  sense.  | 

How  shall  foreign  languago  study 
best  servo  the  needs  of  tho  coming 
years?  In  tho  reform  in  education 
which  must  inevitably  succeed  tho  bur- 
don  of  criticism  and  diagnosis  which 
now  weighs  upon  it,  shall  we  fail  to 
adjust  ourselves  to  tho  demands  of  the 
situation!  j 

Roughly  speaking  wo  may  say  that 
there  aro  throo  distinct  points  of  view 
in  tho  teaching  of  a  foreign  language. 
Tho  first  is  scientific.  It  lays  its  em¬ 
phasis  on  words,  on  grammar  and  on 
composition  more  or  less  aS  a  puro 
science.  Under  our  present  scheme  we 
all  plunge  into  this  attempt  at  scienti¬ 
fic  teaching,  disguising  it  nB  host  wo 
can  in  palatable  doses.  Tho  results  are 
anything  but  gratifying.  Few  students 
are  masters  of  their  own  tongue  and 
fewer  still  havo  anything  approaching 
a  s'cientifie  appreciation  of  it.  It  is  a 
mero  tool  to  tho  avorago  studont — no 
moro  interesting  in  itself  than  tho  fork 
nt  his  placo  at  tho  tablo.  Ho  roaches 
for  it,  grips  it,  uses  it  constantly.  It 
gets  battered  and  marrod  and  worn.  It 
loses  all  somblanco  to  silver,  but  it  still 
serves,  and  aftor  a  sufficient  passage 
of  timo  ho  bccomos  attached  to  it  in 
all  tho  familiarity  of  its  defects.  I  need 
not  cnlargo  upon  tho  difficulty  or  tho 
wasto  involved  in  trying  to  teach  a 
foreign  language  scientifically  to  a 
group  of  peoplo  whoso  attitudo  toward 
thoir  own  spoech  is  ontlroly  unscienti¬ 
fic. 

Tho  second  point  of  viow  in  tho 
teaching  of  a  foreign  languago  is  that 


of  litorary  appreciation  with  tho  atten¬ 
dant  appreciation  of  national  thought 
and  culture.  Horo  wo  flattor  oursolvos 
wo  feel  at  homo.  This  is  ono  of  our 
groat  aims  in  toaching,  For  this  wo 
havo  studied.  In  this  wo  tako  dolighl 
nnd  in  this  wo  may  succeed  with  refer- J 
onco  to  tho  comparatively  fow  who  oloct 
tho  study  of  a  language.  But  wlmt  of 
tho  many  who  started  with  us! 

In  tho  s'chool  with  which  I  happen 
to  bo  at  tho  present  connected  wo  have 
scvcn-and-a-half  semester  hours  of  for¬ 
eign  languago  as  a  roquiromont  for  tho 
B.  S.  dogreo  in  education  for  those 
students  who  are  majoring  in  academic 
fields.  Previously  tho  requirement  was 
ten  semester  hours  with  tho  psychol¬ 
ogically  poor  addendum  tlmt  students 
moro  than  twonty-fivo  years  of  ago 
might,  if  desired,  mako  application  to 


forolgn  languago  in  threo  terms  of 
study  amounting  to  sovon  and  ono-haif 
college  hours.  Thero  aro  approximately 
ono  hundred  freshmen  enrolled  in  a  be¬ 
ginning  language.  Of  this  numbor  pos¬ 
sibly  one-fifth  will  elect  moro  advanced 
work  for  tho  succeeding  year.  In  a  com¬ 
bined  study  of  composition  nnd  liter¬ 
ature  they  will  get,  wo  hope,  soino  ap¬ 
preciation  of  a  foreign  culture,  of  a 
foreign  civilization,  some  understand¬ 
ing  of  a  foreign  people.  A  few  of  tho 
group  will  elect  tho  subject  ns  their 
collogo  major.  For  them  appreciation 
will  bo  intensified.  But  what  of  tho 
larger  group — tho  four-fifths  who  wero 
submitted  to  tho  samo  typo  of  instruc-.' 
tion  ad  the  twenty  for  whom  it  was 
made  a  foundation  for  further  study  ill 
tho  samo  field!  Should  wo  not  succeed 
moro  nearly  in  tho  accomplishment  of 


bo  excused  from  that  requirement.  Tho  wlmt  wo  heliovo  to  bo  our  primary  aim 
petition  was  unfailingly  granted.  The  ( in  education — to  toach  mon  to  live  to- 
results  of  that  proviso  woro  as  one  gotlier — by  proceeding  along  a  differ- 


miglit  oxpoot.  It  implied  that  tho  study 
of  a  foreign  languago  was  a  difficult 
subject — that  a  person  whoso  mind  was 
fixed  or  set  with  moro  than  twonty- 
fivo  years  of  living  would  havo  an  un¬ 
reasonably  difficult  strugglo  with  it. 
In  consequence  of  this  tho  foroign 
languago  requirement  has  been  re¬ 
garded  in  the  majority  of  cases  as'  a 
thing  to  ho  dreaded,  postponed,  and  if 
ono  could  remain  in  college  until  after 
ho  had  passed  his  twenty-fifth  birth¬ 
day — at  last  successfully  evaded. 

With  tho  reduction  of  tho  required 
number  of  hours  from  ten  to  seven  and 
one-half,  the  obnoxious  postscriptum 
has  boon  removed  and  the  present  prob¬ 
lem  is  of  another  nature.  How  shall 
wo  eliminate  tho  wasto?  Every  student 
must  bo  nt  least  introduced  to  some 


ent  lino? 

Thoro  aro  various  linos  of  action 
Which  might  be  adopted.  Wo  might  con¬ 
sider  tho  advisability  of  soparatin 
those  who  intend  to  go  further  in  the 
study  of  foroign  languago  from  those 
who  will  do  no  moro  than  fulfill  their 
collogo  roquiromont,  providing  for  the 
latter  what  might  bo  called  courses  in 
French  and  Spanish  or  German  or  La¬ 
tin  civilization  aftor  the  first  term. 
Whether  such  a  plan  would  win  admin¬ 
istrative  approval,  whether  it  would 
prove  beneficial  if  tried,  romains  to  bo 
seen.

Molasses  proves!  of  no  benefit  in  fat¬ 
tening  calves  wliero  a  good  balanced 
ration  of  high-class  feeds  is  used.  That 
J  is  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the 
Ames  Experiment  Station  after  con- 
ductingtwo  tests,  using  two  lots  of  five 
calves  each  in  each  trial.  Tho  average 
weight  of  theso  calves  at  the  start  of 
the  first  test  was  430  pounds  and  of 
thoso  used  at  tho  start  of  the  socond 
test,  381  pounds.  The  feeding  periods 
were  270  days  and  240  days,  respective¬ 
ly- 

Tho  check  ration  in  the  first  test  con¬ 
sisted  of  shelled  corn,  linseed  meal,  al¬ 
falfa  liny,  nnd  salt.  Tho  second  group 
received  the  same  ration  plus  1  pound 
of  cane  molasses  por  head  daily  after 
the  first  150  days.  In  tho  other  study, 
tho  check  ration  was  similar  to  the 
above,  except  that  corn  silage  and  min¬ 
erals  wore  added  and  tho  experimental 
lot  was  self-fed  cane  molasses  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  this  ration  after  150  days  of 
feeding. 

In  neither  case  did  the  cane  molasses 
increase  tho  rate  of  gain.  Tho  check 
lots  gained  2.42  and  2.32  pounds  por 
head,  wliilo  those  receiving  tho  mo¬ 
lasses  in  addition  gained  2.38  and  2.31 
pounds  per  head  respectively. 

A  combination  of  science,  skill,  and 
favorable  wcathor  conditions  brought 
out  now  records  in  the  1929  Nebraska 
corn  yield  contest.  Carl  Day  and  Son  of 
Cass  County  won  first  in  the  eastern 
section  of  tho  contest  with  an  average 
yield  of  107  bushels  por  acer  on  their 
contest  field.  In  tho  central  Nebraska 
section  of  tho  contest,  J.  G.  Ackerman 
of  Furnas  County  won  first  with  an 
83-bushel  yield.  S.  B.  Hopkins  on  an 
upland  field  in  Choyonno  County  won 
first  in  tho  wostern  section  with  a  53- 
busliol  yiold.  A  yield  of  109  bushols,  tho 
highest  ovor  grown  during  tho  six  years 
of  the  contest,  was  produced  by  George 
Eikor  of  Keith  County,  under  irriga¬ 
tion.  Seven  men  out  135  in  the  1929 
contost  grow  over  100  bushols  por  acre 
which,  whon  compared  to  tho  fact  that 
during  tho  past  5  yoars  only  5  men 
havo  grown  100  bushels  or  moro,  made 
tho  1929  contost  an  unusual  ono. 

High  yields,  in  themsolves,  are  not 
the  final  goal  of  tho  contest  and  the 
reason  for  carrying  it  on,  but  thoy  are 
tho  measuring  stick  of  good  mothods. 

From  tho  rocords  wo  dorivo-  tho  fol¬ 
lowing  conclusions: 

1.  Logumo  crops  maintained  soil  fer¬ 
tility. 

2.  Modern  machinery  cut  cost  of  pro¬ 
duction. 

3.  Good  sood  corn  was  usod  and  tho 
stand  was  nearly  porfoct. 

4.  Crop  rotations  wero  carefully  fol¬ 
lowed. 

5.  Efficiency  of  difforont  men  on 
similar  soils  varied  widely.
